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DETAILED ACTION 

The Final Office Action, mailed on 8/19/2004, has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 are 
allowed because the prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest a coupler having two dimensional 
photonic crystal coupler in the core region surrounding by two cladding regions. 

It has been known in the art that a fiber can be used as an optical coupler (US. Patent No. 
6,301,420.) Birks et al. (US Patent No. 6,334,019) discloses a large core photonic crystal fiber 
with a core and a cladding surrounding the core. However, Birks fails to teach the photonic 
crystal formed in the core region. In contrast, Birks teaches the photonic crystal being in the 
cladding.
